2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe correctly the prop- 
erty to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of description, genuineness, authen- 
ticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to be for 
a single article even though more than one article is included under a numbered item in the 
catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated as a ‘‘Lot’”’ 
then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute.

Note: Accompanied by an authentication by Dr Julius S. Held, dated New York, 
February 29, 1944 which states: ‘“The portrait of a young man reproduced in this photograph 
is in my opinion one of the finest and most characteristic portraits of the so-called Master 
of the Magdalen-Legend. This master has been identified tentatively, although with good 
reasons, with Pieter van Coninxloo, court painter, at Brussels in the late 15th and early 16th 
centuries. The painting is particularly close in style to a portrait which originally was in the 
Ed. Simon collection in Berlin and later in the G. Oberlaender collection in Reading, Penn- 
sylvania (Friedlaender, Aliniederlaendische Malere?, XU, no. 41, pl. rx). In Friedlaender’s 
list of works of the Master of the Magdalen-Legend one finds a ‘‘Portrait of a young man at 
half-length” (no. 39) which the author had seen in the Paris art market. As he gives neither 
its measurements nor any detailed description one can assume that he had seen the painting 
long before his volume was published in 1935. I should like to venture the hypothesis that 
the painting reproduced in this photograph is identical with no. 39 of Friedlaendet’s 
catalogue.”

Note: According to Williamson, ‘The exquisitely wrought goldwork of this casket is 
ascribed by French critics to Francois Thomas Germain, the son of the more celebrated gold- 
smith, sculptor and architect, Thomas Germain, but it would appear to have been executed 
from the designs of an even greater man, Philippe Caffieri, who [s/c} was responsible for the 
magnificent mounts of ormolu which adorned the finest commodes, clocks and cabinets of the 
period. We know that these two artists worked together, because they were jointly responsible 
for a “toilette de vermeil,’ ordered for the Princess of the Asturias in July, 1765, and this is 
expressly declared as having been made by the goldsmith Germain, from the design of ‘Mon- 
sieur Caffieri, Sculpteur et Ciseleur du Roi.’ The design of the gold-work on this exquisite 
casket is very similar to that on the large commode at one time in the collection of Mr. Massey- 
Mainwaring, and even more closely resembles the mounts on the still finer commode in the 
Wallace Collection, Hertford House. The metal work does not appear to be signed, but the 
resemblance in design is too close to be overlooked.”” Dr. Williamson seems in this context 
to have confused the work of Philippe Caffieri (1714-1774) with that of Jacques Caffieri 
(1678-1755).

Note: This magnificent clock, which is said to have been in the possession of Queen 
Marie Antoinette, is, according to Dr. Williamson, the only known work by Cotteau in which 
he was responsible not only for the goldsmith work, but for the paintings and for the entire 
design of the object. Barthélemy Cotteau (1718-1756), enameler and master goldsmith, was 
born at Geneva, and became a worker in enamel and porcelains at Paris, later receiving em- 
ployment at the Sévres factory as a painter and enamelist. He perfected the processes for 
gilding and applied translucent enamel to soft paste, and his ‘jeweled’ Sévres has com- 
manded large prices. The little that is known about this remarkable craftsman may be 
found in Comte X. de Chavagnac, Histoire des Manufactures Frangaises de Porcelaine, 1906.
